SAYS COUNTY WATER BAD 





Depositions Taken in Suit to 
Enjoin City From Stop- 
ping Service. 





Questions regarding the attitude of 
Mayor Wells towards the St. Louls 
County water situation were asked of 
witnesses who made depositions Tues- 
day in the suit by county consumers of 
city water to enjoin the city from cut- 
ting off their water supply. The county 
residents allege that the city’s action 
in refusing them further use of city 
water places them at the mercy of the 
West St. Louis Water Co., which has 
the only water franchise in the county. 


In other suits brought by county resi- 
dents it has been allowed that Mayor 
Wells, along with J. D. Perry Francis, 
W. P. Kennett and others, is a stock- 
holder in the West St. Louis Water Co. 
Mayor Wells has denied this. He is at 
present out of the city. 

The depositions were heard 
1116 Lincoln Trust Building by Attor- 
neys George §S. Grover and B. H. 
Charles, representing the plaintiffs. 

After Patterson Bain had testified 
that the water supplied by the West 
St. Louis company was bad, A. B. 
Crowder, a steamfittings dealer, living 
at 61483 Gambleton place, was called. 

Mr. Crowder said he had lived in 
Gambleton place ten years and that un- 
til a short time ago he had used water 
from a well for drinking purposes. Then, 
although he was outside the city limits, 
the St. Louis Board of Health objected 
and he tried to obtain a city water con- 
nection. 

“A man, I think it was Flack,’ he 
said, ‘‘told me that if I bought the water 
inside the city I could pipe it clear to 
Kansas City, as far as the city was 
further concerned. 

“At an expense of over a hundred dol- 
lars, I bought pipe and had a meter put 
in at the main inside the city limits and 
in that way I got my water from the 
city. 

‘‘About a month after I had my main 
in I received notice from the City Hall 
that T was to come there and pay them 
$15 for the six months coming. I did. 
A short time after, I received another 
notice from the office of the Water Com- 
missioner. Scharwit, telling me to come 
befores the commissioners and show 
cause why my water should not be cut 
off. I went there and told them that, 
as T had already paid up for six months, 
T did not think they could cut me off 
until the expiration of that term, at 
least. 

“About two months later I received 
another notice saying that on July 1 my 
water tap would be cut off the city 
main. I again went to the Commis- 
sioner. He told me to see his deputy, 
Adkins. Adkins referred me to the 
Mayor. 

“The Mayor said he would not cut me 
off until the first of May when my time 
expired. He said he was perfectly will- 
ing to allow all persons who were tak- 
ing the water to continue to do so, but 
that no new taps would be putin. Then 
again in June we received a notice that 
we were to be cut off. Again I was re- 
ferred to the Mayor. This time I found 
a half dozen waiting on him for the 
same putpose I was there. We saw the 
Mavor together and asked him to re- 
scind the notices. He said he could do 
that under no consideration. a 

“Did he give any reason for it? 

“No, sir.”’

CHICAGO BANK 
THOM RIOTERS 


Report That Safe Deposit 
Boxes Had Been Rifled 
Causes Demonstration. 





POLICE SEEK PRESIDENT 





Chief of Chicago Institution, as 
Well as Cashier, Under 
Charges, 


FAILURE CAUSES DEATHS 
Man Who Recently Put Sav- 
ings Into Institution Shoots 
Himself Dead. 





CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Discovery of the 
fact this morning that the safe deposit 
boxes of the Milwaukee Avenue State 
Bank had been looted caused so violent 
a demonstration by depositors and-their 
friends in front of the wrecked bank 
that a large force of pdlice was hastily 
summoned to prevent an attack on the 
bank building. 

There was a crowd of several hun- 
dred working people around the bank 
this morning. Notwithstanding that the 
doors were closed and there was no 
prospect of recovering funds during the 
day, the people persistently remained. 
Their evident misery was increased by 
a drizzling rain. a 

Assistant Chief of Police Schueitier 
today personaliy took charge of the po- 
lice guarding the bank. He soon sent a 
requisition to Chief Collins for more 
policemen. A large number of addi- 
tional policemen were promptly ordered 
to the vicinity. 

The call for additional police was 
caused by the fear that depositors and 
their friends would storm the bank and 
precipitate a riot, when the news spread 
that the contents of the safety deposit 
vaults had been tampered with. Per- 
sons with money in vaults were said to 
have found their savings gone. These 
rumors originated in the butcher shop 
of Otte Blaura, Marshfield avenue and 
Cornelia street. Blaura said his sister 
had $200 in the vaults and when she 
went to get the money it was gone. 
Other stories of alleged tampering with 
the contents of the boxes were passed 
through the crowd and helped to excite 
the bank’s patrons. 

A warrant charging President Stens- 
land with receiving deposits. after he 
knew the bank was insolvent was issued 
today by Justice Severson, on complaint 
of Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler 
and Inspector Shippy. A description of 
Stensland was sent broadcast by the po- 
lice department. 

Judge Brentano of the Supreme Court 
today appointed John C. Fetszer receiver 
of the wrecked bank on application of 
two women depositirs of the bank whose 
interest amounted to not over $300. Re- 
celver Fetszer’s bond was fixed at $1,000,- 

} 

The largest stockholders of the bank 
held a consultation to-day and decided 
that if an assessment was necessary 
they would be ready to make payment. 

The Illinois law calls for an assess- 
ment of 100 per cent on all state ban’s 
stock in case the assets of the bank 
are insufficient to meet liabilities. This 
will mean that there will be $250,000 
cash immediately available to meet the 
demand of depositors. 

Detectives for the American Surety 
Co. are searching for the missing pres!- 
dent and cashier. S. Hartshorn, 
chief of thes urety company’s detec- 
tives, said to-day the company held a 
$10,000 bond on Hering, which runs to 
the corporation and not to President 
Stensland personally. 

“We are seeking both of them,” said 
Hartshorn, ‘“‘but I can’t understand how 
the bank could have been plundered 
for so large an amount and the direc- 
tors know nothing about it.’’ 

Mrs. Mary Grabolski drew from the 
safety deposit department of the bank 
$386 to-day for ‘“safe-keeping.”’ She 
had the money in her possession but a 
few moments when she was robbed or 
her purse in a street car. The robber 
escaped. 

It was learned today that the pecu- 
lations of the bank's funds began be- 
fore 1901. At the beginning of that 
year a shortage is said to have existed. 

It was also learned that Theodore 
Stensland now holds a power of atter- 
ney from his father. The son is said 
to have been authorized by his father 
to dispose of all property, including 
real estate belonging to the father. in 
order to make good as far as possible 
the shortage. 

Members of the Clearing House Com- 
mittee expressed their belief today that 
both Cashier Hering and President 
Stensland are now in Canada. A rumor 
that Theodore Stensland had also dis- 
appeared grew today out of his failure

J. Pierpont Morgan ts the donritiating 
influence. The North Ametiean is e¢ap- 
iltalized at $30,000,000, and owris street 
railways and other public wtiiittes in 
several large cities. 

With the acquisition of the Suburban 
System, the North Ameri¢an Co. will 
have’ absolute financial.’ mastery of 
pat public service corporation in St. 
ouis. 


President Beggs Here. 


President Beggs of the United Rail- 
ways Co. arrived in St. Louis Tuesday 
and held a long conference with Gen- 
eral Manager McCulloch at the latter's 
Offices, Vandeventer and Park avenues. 

He said he did not know: what action 
would be taken by the United Railways 
Stockholders Wednesday, but he felt 
certain the scheme of consolidation al- 
ready mapped out would be ratified.

Telephoned to Engineer. 


Employes ran shrieking to and fro 
while Mack’s heels beat a tattoo on the 
ceiling as he sjun. George Clobes, a 
printer who works in the label-print- 
ing department on the same floor, ran 
through the door and saw the flying 
form overhead. Springing to the house 
phone he frantically called the operator 
on the first floor. 

“Tell ’em to shut off the power at 
once,”’ he shouted through the receiver. 
Then, remembering a power clutch on 
the third floor which would stop the 
shafting in the canning department he 
sped down the stairs, threw the clutch, 
and ran back to (find the shafting 
creaking as it ceased revolving. 

Tender hands of his fellow-workmen 
assisted Mack down the stepladder. He 
was torn, bloody and bruised, his shirt 
was gone, his leather laced shoes had 
been torn off against the ceiling, three 
gaping cuts in his chest, and a long 
gash under his left arm bled freely, but 
the boy gritted his teeth and refused to 
faint. As the shaft was revolving 75 
times a minute he had been whirled 
around at least 200 times. 

Dr. John B. Coryell of 399 South 
Broadway was sent for by Supt. Ed- 
ward A. Zott of 2830 Acomac street. 
Mack was taken in the elevator to the 
first floor and !n the laboratory his 
wounds were sewed up, after which he 
was hurried to the City Hospital. 


No Time to Be Scared. 


When seen in the surgical ward at the 
hospital Mack was a big bundle of 
bandages, but was able to talk. 

When asked how he felt while on 
the whirling shaft the boy said: “I 
don't know. I felt sick and dizzy. I 
did not have time to be scared.”’ No 
one at the factory could te!l how long 
the boy whirled, but it probably tcok 
two or three minutes for Clobes to 
hear the commotion in the next room, 
run through, grasp the situation, use 
the telephone and go downstairs and 
shut off the power. 

The man’s injuries are serious, and 
it will be weeks before he can run the 
ean finisher again. No bones are bro- 
ken, but it has not been learned as yet 
whether or not internal injuries resuit- 
ed. 

“Young Mack has been working here 
several months, and is a good, steady 
fellow,” said Supt.

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CANT SELL BONDS 


Benevolent Association Must 
Wait Till Terminal Paper 
Is Disposed Of, 


MEMBERS GET $70 EACH 


Organization Was Given Court 
Order of Dissolution 
: in July, 


The efforts to wind up the affairs of 
the Merchants’ Exchange Mutual Be- 
nevolent Association, which went into 


voluntary dissolution early in June, has 
revealed the fact that Government 4 per 
cent bonds worth $14,000 par value were 
sold in 1904 and the money was invested 
in Terminal Association bonds at 98.8. 
Some of the members, anxious for the 
pro rata distribution of the association 
funds, approximately $70, are dissatis- 
fied because the Terminal bonds cannot 
be marketed, and if they are sold they 
will not bring more than 9. 

The benevolent association was formed 
in 1881 of Merchants’ Exchange mem- 
bers. In the 2% years elapsing many 
members have ceased any connection 
with the Exchange. It was a death 
benefit association, with an assessment 
of $1.10 at every member's death and a 
death benefit of $1 from each member. 
The odd 19 cents went to the expense 
and contingent funds. 

In 1903 the $14,000 in Government 4s 
represented a cost of $15,137.50 and were 
worth $15,480, showing an actual value in 
excess of the cost. In 1904 the bonds 
costing $15,187.50 depreciated until they 
were worth only $15,025. This deprecia- 
tion in value of $455 in one year just 
about balanced the interest on the in- 
vestment. 

Invested in Terminal. 

At a meeting of members soon after- 
ward a majority favored selling the 
Government bonds and reinvesting the 
money. Of the 424 members, 314 favored 
the plan. John Wahl, Roger ¥P. Annan 
and W. P. Kennett were appointed a 
committee on the sale of the bonds. They 
made the sale and the reinvestment in 
Terminal bonds. 

The deaths and consequent $1.10 as- 
sessments were so frequent in recent 
vears that the members desired to dis- 
April 4 W. P. Kennett and Roger 
P. Annan were appointed a committee 
on dissolution. 

The consent of the members was asked 
in a postal-card canvass. Three hundred 
and twenty answered in favor of dissolv- 
ing. July 5 the association dissolved. A 
few days later Judge Fisher of the Cir- 
enit Court granted an order of dissolu- 


' tion.

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Mexican Consul Here Is Told by 


His Government Report of Upris- 


ing Against Americans Is Untrue—Reyes Writes 


: St. Louisan He 


R. P. Serrano, the Mexican Consul 
in St. Louis, has received a letter from 
Ygnacio Mariscal, Secretary of Foreign 
Relations in Mexico, denying the report 
of a planned uprising against Americ- 
cans there. Mr. Serrano translated the, 
letter Tuesday as follows: 

“In regard to the clipping you sent 
me from a St. Louis newspaper, re- 
ferring to revolt against Americans in 
Mexico, I recommend to you to have it 
published in the press of that city that | 
some American newspapers near the 
frontier have insistently published and 
eontinue to publish that there is a sen- 
timent of hostility among Mexicans, 
particularly the laboring classes, 
against Americans, which is far from 
true. These rumors are against the in- 
terests of both Americans and Mexi- 
cans. By order of this Government, 
you should make it known that said 
rumors are published with notoriously 
malicious intent. 

“MARISCAL.” 

Of all the cities in the United States, 
St. Louis does the biggest business in 


Mexico. Nearly 200 St. Louls houses are 
actively engaged in trade there, and 
about half of them have branch houses. 
The reports that all Americans had 
been warned to leave Mexico Sept. 16 
under threat of death caused great un- 
easiness, and intense interest is mani- 
fested in any news from the Republic.

THOUGHT IT “FUNNY” 





Brother Knocked Beer Bottle 
Full of Poison From Young 
Man’s Lips. 


After an all-night carousal with fellow 
clubmen, Garnett Perdue, 21 years old, a 
well-known athlete, bought a beer bottle 
full of carbolic acid and tried to end his 
life. He attempted to kill himself in the 


drug store a few minutes after he had 
bought the acid. His younger brother, 
Harry, happened in the store just as he 
lifted the bottle to his lips, and dashed it 
to the floor. Perdue was taken to the 
City Hospital, where he is suffering only 
from a few blisters on his tongue and in 
his mouth. 

At the hospital Perdue said: “I don’t 
know why I tried to kill myself. I do 
not remember anything, for I had been 
drinking champagne all night with some 
boys who belong to the same club that I 
do. I left them uptown shortly after 5 
o’clock and caught a Vandeventer car 
to go home. When I reached the corner 
where I usually get off to go to my 
home I took some kind of a notion that 
it would be funny to wash down a little 
more ‘booze’ with some carbolic acid. I 
gave the clerk a nickel and told him to 
give me some carbolic acid. He gave 
me a beer bottle full of something, but 
I do not think it was carbolic acid. TI 
= it must have been some kind of 
0} 

The bottle was taken to the hospital 
with him and proved to be a beer bottle 
labeled with a poison sticker. The fluid 
it contained was said by physicians to be 

carbolic acid. 

Perdue said he was a_ graduate of 
Washington University and of a West- 
ern military academy. For the last two 
years he has been in. Denver as pay- 
master for a railroad gang. 

He is employed. at present in a shoe 
store in Past St. Louis.

FOUR TO SEEK WEALTH 





John Waterworth Aided by 
Tom Player, Arthur Kin- 
sey and Howard Wade. 


Particles of gold found in the teacups 
and the skillet at a meal in a pros- 
pectors’ camp in New Mexico 10 years 
ago will possibly lead to fortunes as gold 
seekers for four well-known St. Louls 
young men. 

John Waterworth, a surveyor, son of 
James A. Waterworth, proprietor of the 
St. Louis insurance surveys, made the 
discovery. Hie has taken as partners 
Thompson Player, son of Comptroller 
Player; Arthur Kinsey, son of W. C. 
Kinsey. a Cabanne builder, and Howard 


Wade, a son vf E. H. Wade, a buyer for 
Barr’s. Kinsey and Wade will soon join 
Player, who is near the mining camp. 
Whitelaw Reid Allen, son of George W. 
Allen of St. Louis, is also near the 
camp. Mr. Waterworth has just re- 
turned and will remain in St. Louis for 
the winter. 

John Waterworth was seeking gold in 
New Mexico a decade ago when an old 
guide told him the jutting rock at a 
place 22 miles from Elizabethtown looked 
like certain gold-bearing quarts he had 
seen. 

Waterworth and the guide went on a 
three weeks’ prospecting tour, and in 
many places tried placer mining. They 
did not Know that acres of diamonds 
were in their own yard 

They had been walking miles to wash 
the dirt on distant slopes without being 
rewarded. They learned the gold was 
right at their camp when the tiny nug- 
gets showed in their teacups and skil- 
lets, which had been cleaned with water 
and earth. 

The young St. 
tried placer mining as 
soon learned there was only enough 
gold to afford an ordinary day’s pay 
after hard work. ‘The old washing was 
abandoned, but the spot was carefully 
calculated by instruments and charts, 
and this little treasure isle has been in 
the surveyor’s mind and on his) maps 
ever since.

Waterworth has just

visited the old place, and concluded 
it would be a veritable El Dorado, were 
machinery put in.

When Kinsey and Wade make 
the trip in the middle or latter part of 
August their work will be laid out for 
then. 

The new gold country where the 8St. 
Louis young men expect to make their 
fortunes is in a wild region, about 50 
miles as the bird _flies and 9) by trail 
from Santa Fe, N. M., in San Miguel 
County. The mountains are spurs of the 
rich Rocky Mountains in Colorado. The 
district is very sparsely settled. There 
is no house or ranch nearer than five 
miles. 

“We had a Colorado assayer test the 
gold,” said Mr. Waterworth Tuesday to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘He declared 
it good pay dirt. We will make a good 
sum every day when we get the machin- 
ery in, but the trouble is, one cannot 
work every day.

Shortly before 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon of Sept. 28 Monk Gibson, a negro 
boy, dashed to the house of John Gib- 
gon with the announcement that trouble 

occurred at the Conditt home. He

How the Boys Were Killed. 

As for the boys, they had been work- 
ing in the field, fixing a fence. Wheth- 
er they heard the s¢qunds of g@ commo- 
tion and left their work to witness a 
part of the tragedy and then were slain 
while attempting to escape, or whether 
they were brutally set 
their task, has never been ascertained. 

Meanwhile Monk Gibson was lodged 
in Jail. He had been employed on the 
premises and had been plowing in front 
of the house. It was supposed that he 
must Know who had committed the 
crime. 

Blood was found upon his feet and 
smeared upon his shirt. Physicians who 
examined him declared that he could 
not have committed the outrage, and 
the puzzle was aggravated. He told 
conflicting stories, and finally stated 
that the murderers, whom he 4id not 
know, had dragged him into the house, 
compelled him to view their work and 
then wiped blood upon him and set him 
free. 


Monk Gibson was stripped, bound to 
the floor and flogged until his flesh was 
cut, and, exhausted by suffering, he 
seemed to faint.

He was indicted for -the murder of 
Mrs. Conditt and her four childen, anda 
at the same time for criminal assault 
upon Mildred Conditt, the 12-year-old 
girl. 

On change of venue he was trans- 
ferred to San Antonio, and is at present 
in the Bexar County Jail. During the 
winter he was tried alone upon the 
charge of murder. The case continued 
for weeks and at the finish the members 
of the jury were unable to agree upon 
a verdict. 

It was then that the Governor was pe- 
titioned to send Capt. W. J. McDon- 
ald, the veteran ranger, to Edna for a 
further investigation. 

The only evidence of a materia] na- 


ture calculated to establish the guilt 
of Monk Gibson lay in-the fact that, 


working as he was in the field, he must 


have had knowledge of the crime, if he 
was not actually engaged in it as the 
sole principal. It was stated that men 
seldom choose associates in the com- 
mission of such a deed. The conflicting 
statements of the boy, the _  circum- 
stances of his escape and the fact that 
his feet and clothing had been stained 
with blood were apparently convincing 
factors. 

The house had been almost immedi- 
ately after the discovery of the crime 
overrun by curious persons, and a ne- 
gro woman had immediately volunteered 
to clean the premises.

BREWER ON GOVERNMENT BY LAW, 

In ‘indorsing the candidacy of Secretary of War 
Taft for the presidency, Justice David J. Brewer 
qualifies by indorsing others equally as good. Ile 
covers the whole field. 

By all the laws of legal interpretation, however, 
Mr. Taft, late Colonial Governor-General, is just as 
good, in Justice Brewer’s opinion, as anyone else 
in the field. 

This is in one sense a serious disappointment for 
the hopes Justice Brewer recently excited by his 
strong speeches in the Southwest demanding the 
restoration of government by law and constitution. 
In those speeches he opposed all arbitrary power 
and all exercise of power except through the Consti- 
tution and the laws made in accordance with it. 
What Secretary Taft stands for on his record is 
the politics of an era in which the Constitution was 
disregarded and overridden, and in which the right 
was asserted to assimilate benevolently other people 
or peoples, including their persons, lands and prop- 
erty, by the use of force and under the express the- 
ory that the Constitution does not follow the flag. 
Nothing is more important to the twentieth cen- 
tury than this. If it is right, the American Consti- 
tution is wrong, American institutions are wrong and 
everything in the United States which belongs to 
lawful government is a mere matter of imbecile 
form. 

It is understood that Justice Brewer himself thinks 
it is all wrong. How, then, can he think that Sec- 
retary Taft is all right in representing it as a can- 
didate for the presidency of the United States?

A FREE BRIDGE PROGRAM. 


A Summary of What Practical Work 
Must Be Done. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Permit me, on behalf of the First 
Ward Improvement Association, to 
discuss your editorial of Aug. 2, on 
“The Free Bridge,” embodying the 
gist of the letter of President O’Reil- 
ly of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments and to offer in this connectiona 
brief resume of the status of the free 
bridge movement. 

Your editorial is commendable in its 
optimism, and your suggestions as to 
the steps necessary to be taken to 
create the bridgeJrorrect, but your 
complacent bridgedeor that the pro- 
fram outlined will be carried out :is 
full of danger to the project. 

Let us Summarize the situation: 
There has been accomplished up to 
date, chiefly by your paper: 

An overwhelming sentiment in fa- 
vor of a free bridge; 

The passage of the proposition au- 
thorizing the city to issue bonds to 
construct the bridge; 

The consent of the National Gov- 
ernment has been secured to construct 
the bridge, and 

Authority given in the same grant 
to condemn property necessary to 
bridge approaches—a most vital 
point. 

On the other hand, there is to ac- 
complish: 

The necessary legislation to 
the bonds: 

The disposal] of the bonds; 

To determine the location of the 
bridge, which may involve opposition 
and delay on the score of approaches; 

To prepare the plans and specifica- 
tions. 

To create a new commission, work- 
ing im conjunction with the B. P. L, 
to carry out the will of the people. 

That these things must be done at 
the earliest possible moment is ob- 
Vious In view of the fact that the 
grant of the National Government to 
construct the bridge contemplates 
starting work within a year after the 

assage of the bill. President O'Rell- 

y’s letter pledging his best work to 
carry out the project is, as you say, 
a refreshing note from the City ll, 
but it ts also the first note, Other 
notes from that quarter have been 
openly and avowédly hostile to the 
bridge, and should not be forgotten;

His eyes 
were deep-sunken, his *skin of a salow 
pallor, his hair coarse, black and un- 
ruly. Yet he was neither ungraceful, 
nor awkward, nor ugly. His lar-ce fea- 
tures fitted his large frame, and his 
large hands and feet were but right on 
a body that measured 6 feet 4 inches. 

His was a sad and thoughtful face, 
and from boyhood he had carried a load 
of care. It is small wonder that when 
alone or absorbed in thought the face 
should take on deep lines, the eyes ap- 
pear as if seeing something sbeyond the 
vision of other men, and the shoulders 
stoop, as though they, too, were bear- 
ing a weight.

Allen—here on the night of April 14, will 
begin in the Circuit Court tomorrow.

Galbraith is a 
Democrat and has a wife and two chil- 
dren. The arrest of these two men waa 
the first action the local authorities had 
taken on the indictments returned some 
time ago by the special grand jury, 
which consumed five weeks in the in- 
vestigation of the triple ly nching. 

At the time the grand jury concluded 
its labors and it became known that a 
big batch of indictments had been re- 
turned, threats were freely heard that 
when arrests were made an effort would 
be made to liberate the prisoners, but 
the sentiment of the law-abiding ele- 
ment prevailed. 


The Crime. 


The lynching was the result of a story 
told by Mabel Edmonson of Bolivar, 
Mo., who claimed that, while driving 
with a young man, she was dragged 
from the buggy and assaulted by two 
negroes. The Greene County authorities 
arrested two suspects, but the girl never 
positively identified them: She has since 
disappeared and her whereabouts are un- 
known. 

On the night of Saturday, April 14, 
a mob of several hundred citizens of 
Springfield assembled and marched to 
the Jail, where the doors were bat- 
tered in and one of the suspects 
dragged from the cell and to thé public 
Square, where, in vitw of thousands of 
people, he was hanged from the Liberty 
Electric Light Tower. Later the mo% 
went back to the Jail, where another 
negro, suspected of being connected 
with the crime, was taken, and he, like 
his fellow, was hanged and burned. 

But the demand for blood had not 
been appeased, and the mob, reassem- 
bling, made its third march to the Jail, 
and seized a negro charged with the 
murrer of an old soldier. This man 
was dragged through the streets, and, 
half dead, was hanged from the tower. 

When the rope. broke under his 
weight he was once more dragged up 
to a platform on the tower, the noose 
readjusted, and he was pushed into 
space. He, too, was burned. 

During the last attack on the Jail 14 
other negroes, held for various petty 
crimes, escaped. 

The negroes of Springfield, greatly 
terrified, hid themselves and many left 
the city. 

On Sunday following the lynchings 
State troops were ordered to the scene 
to guard against further attempts at 
mob rule. The militia remained on the 
ground for several days. —

MYSTERY UNSOLVED 


Parishioners Say They Don't 
Know Woman Who Up- 
braided, Father Gavin. 


The action of the woman who dis- 
turbed the congregation at St. Leo's 
Church at 9 o'clock mass Sunday con- 
tinues the main topic of conversation 
in the parish, but the identity of the 
woman who delivered the tirade against 
Rev. Father Gavin. assistant pastor, 
has not been revealed. 

Post-Dispatch reporters have talked to 
more than 100 persons who were present 
and heard the outbreak, which was re- 
ported in the Post-Dispatch Monday, 
but they deny that they know the 
woman, and most of the parishioners 
say that she ts a stranger in the parish. 

Many rsons heard the woman’s out- 
break. t was incoherrent, but sé€v- 
eral persons told Post-Dispatch report- 
ers that the words were short. profane 
utterances directed at the priest, and 
were repeated three times. 





Says Woman Hysterical. 


Father Gavin said Monday, and re- 
peated it again Tuesday, that the wom- 
an was in a hysterical condition and 
knew not what she was saying. 

“IT learned from some source,’’ he said, 
“that the unfortunate woman was a 
school teacher up to about two years 
ago, when she resigned from the public 
schools. I do not know her name, nor 
where she lives. I do not think, in 
fact I know, she is not a member of 
this parish. She is not right mentally, 
and is a wreck physically. The re- 
marks I was making just prior to this 
incident were not dirdcted to any par- 
ticular person or family.”’ 

Miss Ella O’Mara, who lives at 2519 
plecpgge ond street, is a member of St. 
Leo's Church. Her father is one of 
the wealthy members. She is a teacher 
in the Howard School. Miss O'Mara 
was present at the church and heard 
the remarks of Father Gavin and the 
utterances of the strange woman. 

“I do not have the least idea who the 
woman was,’ said Miss O'Mara. a 
was listening to Father Gavins re- 
marks.

SAYS OAKES SHOULD 
GO 10 SANITARIUM 


Judge Declines to Imprison |, 
Candy Man’s Son on Plea 
of Guilty. 


Despite his plea of guilty, Arthur 
Oakes will not be sent to the Work- 
house for throwing a brick through the 
window of his father’s candy store on 


Broadway a week ago and smashing his 
father’s picture. After hearing the re- 

ort of former Health Commissioner 

r. John H. Simon and Dr. Frank R. 
Frye, who were appointed to examine 
into the mental condition of the de- 
fendant, Judge Moore in the Court of 
Criminal Correction Tuesday morning 
ordered the plea set aside and an- 
nounced that Oakes should be sent to a 
sanitarium. 

The case was set for Wednesday 
morning, when it will be tried on its 
merits. If Oakes is found guilty, Judge 
Moore will order him sent to an insti- 
tion where he will be’placed under med- 
ical care. 

According to the testimony of the two 
physicians, Oakes acted from a sudden 
morbid impulse of destructiveness rath- 
er than th malicious intent when he 
hurled the brick through the window 
of the candy store. They described 
Oakes as a neurotic without hallucina- 
tion, suffering from a _ nervousness 
which is equal to the hysteria of wom- 
en. Dr. Simon further stated that, in 
addition to a mental and physical 
breakdown, Oakes was suffering from 
germs of consumption. 


Father Preferred Sanitarium. 


Peter Oakes told Judge Moore that he 
would rather see his son go to a sani- 
tarium than to the Workhouse, where 
he has already served two terms for 
similar offenses. 

Arthur Oakes stated that he could not 
remember having thrown the brick. He 
said he came from Greenwich, Conn., 
last week to see his father, and, failing 
to obtain an interview with the latter at 
the Oakes home, took a room in a down- 
town hotel, intending to visit the candy 
store the next day. He started for the 
store the next morning, he said, and was 
arrested. He declared that he was in 
the habit of drinking nothing stronger 
than an occasional glass of beer and re- 
ferred to numerous letters of recom- 
mendation in support of his statement 
that he had been a good workman dur- 
ing his stay in the East.

A really expe ‘ft to be able to duplicate 
my walk to New York 10 years from 
now.”’

Therefore I want to compliment Man-

pleasure I received from watching it. 


I have been so often and so long told 
that men cannot be taught to bat, that 
it must be born in them—that I had 
about become shaken in my own belief 
that men with good eyes can be taught 
to bat. A‘“ter watching New York Mon- 
day I am sure of it. 

Prettier batting than Keeler, Chase, 
Elberfeld and Conroy did, it has sel- 
dom been my lot to witness. I have 
seen harder hitting, longer drives, more 
of them, but never such keen, precise, 
stylish, correct. snap hitting. 

It is a delight to see Chase, Keeler, 
Elberfeld, Conroy and other Highland- 
ers step close to the plate, watch the 
pitcher keenly and hit the ball. 

The short bat they use assures that 
they must make the pitcher put them 
over. Its lack of length prohibits nit- 
ting at curves outside the plate. This 
cures many batters of a fatal weak- 
ness. 

The short bat, held “choked” or high 
up on the shaft, permits quick snap- 
hitting, especially on balls inside the 
plate or even at the body of the batter. 
It is pretty to see Chase step back and 
nip this kind. 

The short bat makes it easier to hit 
the fast, high ball. It estops hitting 
at the big curve. The only ball it is 
weak on, is the low fast one. When a 
pitcher begins putting them low he is 
very llable to get taem too low. If a 
man steps up in front of the box and 
the pitcher tries to slip it in low it Is 
very Hable to be a wild pitch before it 
gets to the catcher. 

This is my idea of hitting. Stand 
close to the plate, guard it closely, as 
Keeler does, snap the ball inside to 
the ‘‘on” field or cut the ball outside 
to the “off’’ field, hit the one over the 
center to center, or, as the exigencies 
of the game demand, reverse any one, 
or all, these things. 

I think, however, that the fast one 
outside should be cut to the “off” fleld 
—that is, to richt field by right handers 
and to left field by left handers—while 
the slow one outside should go to cen- 
ter and the slow one acroes the plate, 
the fast one inside, to the “on” 
The fast one right over may be 
cut or pulled as pleases the batter. 
Above all things, I Ike the confidence
